Secretary of Commerce 
Hodges and many business 
leaders urge us to buy more. 
If our nation was buying 
twice as much, they argue, 
our total national product 
would be twice as much and 
prosperity for all of us 
would result — unemploy¬ 
ment would vanish and liv¬ 
ing standards rise. 

Trouble is that most of us 
are already buying all we 
can afford, and some of us 
more than we can afford 
because prices are so high. 
And one important reason 
why prices are so high is 
secret, illegal price-fixing 
agreements to keep prices 
high, proof of which has 
come out in several re¬ 
cent Congressional investi¬ 
gations. 

So many millions of us 
are eager to buy more, but 
can’t, that the surest — and 
most patriotic — way to 
double the total national 
product could be to double 
the demand for it by lower¬ 
ing prices so we could af¬ 
ford to buy more, counting 
on volume .selling to com¬ 
pensate for lower profits a 
sale. That would help every¬ 
one. 

» * * 

Incidentally. I think many 
in big business should bear 
their share of blame for 
spreading the kind of dis¬ 
content which loads some 
unthinking persons to Com¬ 
munism. 

When we read confessions 
of multi-billion-dollar corpo¬ 
rations that they have il¬ 
legally combined to keep 
prices up and rob both our 
people and our government 
of millions of dollars in ex¬ 
cess profits, and that great 
drug companies are charg¬ 
ing twice or several times as 
much for drugs millions of 
Americans desperately need 
than those same drugs sell 
for in other countries where 
there is real competition, we 
can’t blame a lot of people 
who are far from being Red 
or even Pink from seeing 
“red.” Free enterprise is 
what made our nation great, 
but enterprise controlled by 
secret agreements is not 

free.

The Panettas found that 
gasoline was expensive in 
Europe, one of the reasons 
small cars are so popular 
there.

Mrs. Panetta liked Switz¬ 
erland best of the countries 
she toured, principally be¬ 
cause of Its beauty. How- 
ver, ‘The Swiss were com¬ 
plaining about the high cost 
of living” caused to some 
degree by wealthy foreigners 
who settle down in that tiny 
nation. 

Mrs. Panetta was also im¬ 
pressed by Copenhagen, 
Denmark, which she termed 
a "dreamworld for children, 
even better than Disney¬ 
land.” 

However, Mrs. Panetta, as 
a health lecturer who has 
appeared before a number 
of area clubs, questioned the 
fine reputation of French 
food and other European 
cuisine.

Our children are at school, and whether they are ade¬ 
quately prepared for the experience depends almost wholly 
on a adults who are resi>onsible for their welfare. Chief 
among these individuals are the child’s parents. 

There are certain questions all parents should ask them¬ 
selves before their child 
starts to school and perhaps 
the most important one is, 

“When did my child last 
have a complete examina¬ 
tion by a physician?” If 
more than a year has elapsed 
since it was given, another 
physical checkup is due. 

For, when all is said and 
done, it is parents who have 
the major responsibility for 
health of their children, 
whether of school age or 
younger. In case of the 
school-age child, however, 
it is a responsibility that 
school officials must share 
because so much of the 
child’s time is spent in the 
school environment. Com¬ 
munity agencies are also 
concerned in varying de¬ 
grees, particularly health 
departments which provide 
immunizations against cer¬ 
tain communicable diseases.

The C. of C. Needs YOU! 


In the matter of world 
tensions de Gaulle, of 
course, is not a newcomer. 

During World War II some 
Frenchmen adopted safety- 
first as their national credo 
and the Vlchyites saw Hit¬ 
lerism as the wave of the 
future. But it was de Gaulle 
who demonstrated the capa¬ 
city for courage and compe¬ 
tence in dealing with bullies 
and terrorists. 

I am not suggesting that 
this automatically endows 
him with perfection or that 
his wisdom is infallible. But 
his behavior has been in 
marked contrast to the rud¬ 
derless American approach 
evident since President Ken¬ 
nedy went to Vienna to 
meet Khrushchev. 

De Gaulle keeps his eye 
on the ball. He makes no 
lofty pretensions. He does 
not engage in political fan¬ 
tasy. Two examples Illus¬ 
trate the difference between 
the de Gaulle approach and 
the Anglo-American: (1) the

The Republicans at pres¬ 
ent are almost disastrous¬ 
ly split, with virtually no 
leadership and no definite 
program. The party has lost 
national leadership, the 
Governorship of California, 
and all the state elective 
offices except that of sec¬ 
retary of state. It has bare 
minorities in the Senate and 
Assembly. 

With this situation to 
face, it will be up to the 
party’s nominee at the June 
primary elections to solidify 
the remaining remnants into 
a workable group, with the 
idea of regaining control in 
only a few years instead of 
the long period of time it 
took the Democrats to come 
back after the Bourbons lost 
control of California. 

There are many in the 
party who feel former Gov¬ 
ernor Knight is thoroughly 
competent to do the job. And 
there also are many who 
feel Nixon could do it well. 

But when everything is 
taken into consideration, the 
fact remains that the Deirio- 
crats, with a 3-2 majority 
in registration in California, 
fear Knight as a candidate 
more than they fear Nixon. 

They argue Knight would 
be the most likely candidate 
to split the Democrats wide 
open, dividing the ultra-Lib- 
erals from the more Con¬ 
servative element of the 
party, who are not quite 
conservative enough to vote 
for Nixon, but would go 
along with Knight, who 
while he was Governor, ap¬ 
proached administration on 
more of a bipartisan basis. 

But these Democrats, of 

course, will have nothing 
to say’as to who is the Re¬ 
publican candidate, due to 
the fact that cross-filing is 
out, and they will have only 
one candidate to support in 
the primary, that being Gov¬ 
ernor Edmund G. Brown.

Recently the Explorers of Post 376, Boy Scouts, Sierra 
Madre, returned from their expedition through Arizona, 
New Mexico, Southern Colorado, Southern Utah, and the 
Lake Mead area. 

The trip lasted 17 days and consisted muchly of sight¬ 
seeing, although seven days 
were spent camping and 
fishing at the Philmont 
Scout Ranch. 

The Explorers sleepily as¬ 
sembled at 4 a.m. Aug. 10. 

We heard a few words from 
Mr. Moses our advisor, then 
left for Blythe. The main at¬ 
tractions we saw were: 

FRIDAY, Aug. 11, we saw 
Jerome Ghost City, an old 
mining town, in Arizona. 

Later that afternoon the 
Post went through Tazigoot 
National Monument. The 
purpose of seeing this par¬ 
ticular ruin was to get ac¬ 
quainted with the history of 
the Southwestern Indian. 

The next day we stopped 
by the Painted Desert where 
the Explorers heard a spe¬ 
cial talk about the area. The 
Post also took a hike down 
into one of the valleys. 

Saturday afternoon we at¬ 
tended the rodeo at Gallup, 

N.M. After the rodeo ‘‘Indian 
Joe,” a Scout executive in 
the Kit Carson Council, trad¬ 
ed patches with us. In the 
evening we saw the Indian 
dances at the Inter-Tribal 
Ceremonials. 

THE FOLLOWING DAY 

we were lucky enough to 
stay at a Scout lodge used 
by the Posts of Los Alamos. 

That evening the group saw 
slides about the ruins at 
Bandelier National Monu¬ 
ment. 

Monday morning we took 
a tour of Los Alamos, and 
also of the laboratory. 

That evening camp was at 
the stockade in Taos. This 
gave us a chance to see Kit 
Carson’s grave and the Taos 
pueblo and church. 

Tuesday afternoon, Aug. 

15, we arrived at Philmont. 

The afternoon and evening 
were spent repacking our 
gear for the trail and also 
getting souvenirs to take 
home. 

In the morning we were 
transported from Philmont 
Headquarters to the Rayado 
Base Camp. 

FROM RAYADA the Ex¬ 
plorers hiked about a mile 
up stream to camp. The next 
four days were spent camp¬ 
ing and fishing 

The total fish caught by 
the 13 people who wished 
was 104. 

On the sixth day we hiked 
down stream six miles, 
crossing 26 times, to Abreu. 

After riding down to Car- 
son • Maxwell from Abreu, 
the Post went horseback 
riding for two hours. Once 
back at the headquarters, 
everybody switched their 
gear for road travel. 

Aug. 22 we left Philmont 
for Mesa Verde National

A graduate from Califor¬ 
nia Institute of Technology, 
Schumacher once worked for 
the Santa Fe Railway in 
Wickenberg and Phoenix, 
Ariz., as chainman on main¬ 
tenance surveys. 

He started his letter-writ¬ 
ing crusade to newspapers 
in 1958, pointing out the 
giant strides railroads have 
made in spite of unfair re¬ 
strictions put on them by 
government agencies and 
others. 

Whenever railroad legisla- 
lation is involved, Fritz sits 
down to his typewriter to 
turn out convincing letters 
to congressmen and legisla¬ 
tors. 

Recently, about twice a 
month, he has been prepar¬ 
ing a message for a three- 
minute broadcast by tele¬ 
phone to one of several ra¬ 
dio public opinion programs 
in the Los Angeles area. 

ScryB Fritz about his one- 
man crusade: 

“It is by no means a one¬ 
way street. I have to live 
and work in a 1,000-square- 
mile traffic jungle which 
once was served by the best 
electric railway system in 
the West. 

Ever-rising taxes, infla¬ 
tion, and reduction of main 
line train service make oc¬ 
casional escape by train 
ever more difficult. 

"I prefer railroading via 
typewriter to jetting in a 
galvanized ash can or in¬ 
dulging in the popular out¬ 
door sport of motorized sur¬ 
vival of the fittest.”

Whether the pitch and putt 
golf course proposed for Si¬ 
erra Vista Park would prove 
self-sustaining or profitable 
if installed and operated by 
private capital appears do¬ 
ubtful judging from discus¬ 
sions at the Parks and Re¬ 
creation Commission month¬ 
ly meeting. 

City Administrator Law¬ 
rence C. Bevington, report¬ 
ing on his meeting with A1 
Coke, developer of such 
courses, including the Arca¬ 
dia three-par course on Las 
Tunas, told the commission 
Coke did not think a feasible 
study would indicate install¬ 


ing a course in Sierra Vista 
Park would invite private 
capital. 

Coke’s negative opinion 
was based on the smallness 
of the area alloted for the 
proposed course. He feels 
there is enough population 
in the area and sufficent 
traffic on Sierra Madre Blvd. 
for a pitch and putt course 
if more land were available. 

.. the question arose 

whether the idea should be 
abandoned and the efforts 
devoted to providing better 
picnic facilities for the park. 

Chairman Margaret An¬ 
thony questioned whether 
development of Sierra Vista 
Park would be made con¬ 
tingent on what the city 
does about Bailey Canyon 
in regard to the picnic area. 

“If wo do get Bailey Can¬ 
yon, this would provide pic¬ 
nic area,” Chairman Anth¬ 
ony commented. “If not 
then Sierra Vista Park is 
the only area in town where 
we could have family pic¬ 
nics. I would not like to see 
any large area devoted to 
anything else, no matter 
how much money was made. 
A good picnic aea is needed 
mostly in Sierra iMadre.” 

In the end the commission 
agreed that Administrator 
Bevington should arrange 
for an informal session with 
Coke at a convenient time, 
this possibly providing for 
a report at the commission’s 
September meeting.
